I had the same problem. I use an external keyer because the change in 
speed you can set with the built in keyer is to big for me (I need a 
speed in between). By mixing the NF of the ext keyer sidetone with the 
NF of the rig (with an LM386, circuit similar to the one in the ARRL 
handbook, chapter 22, page 22.32) and placing an LC combination in the 
output of the LM386, the problem disappeared. 


LC- combination: mixer out Q---LLLLL-------- @ to headphone

I received my qrp+ in early Feb.,about 2 weeks later while trying 
out a new long wire antenna running QRO[80 wts.]I had some rf in 
the shack.The long wire also runs about 20 feet from my tri-band 
beam.The qrp+ was connected to the beam,but not turned on.After 
that ,when I tried the qrp+ it would only receive the very 
strongest signals and even those barely.I sent it back for repairs 
and in less than 2 weeks it was back in fine shape.[great service] 


On the phone to Index Labs,and in a note returned to me with my 
repaired rig they warned me that"the mixer can be damaged by static 
discharges or high power xmtrs on nearby antennas."On the phone 
they said that 75-100wts.was "high power"I know that I had some 
stray rf but I also know that it wasn't that bad.I've put a good 
ground connection on my rig now and I'm very careful to disconnect 
the antenna anytime I run another rig and all seems okay now. 


My caution to all of you is to be careful of your rigs during Field 
Day.I'm sure that for many of you there will be lots of stray 
rf,and lots of antennas nearby.PROTECT YOUR NEW RIGS!!! 


P.S.any suggestions re how to avoid this problem would be greatly 
appreciated

Adam: 

I presume you are the original requestor of information on how to reduce 
power on a HW101 for SSB. I have and SB102, and essentially, they are 

the same rig, so reducing the mic input like you do for CW will do the 
same thing for SSB. What it does is reduce the amount of audio going to 
the balanced mixer, thus reducing the amount of power going out of the 
mixer. You are effectively reducing the power output...you can check it 
by using the relative power meter setting to see that you are indeed 
reducing the power out on voice peaks. It's not very scientific, and the 
control is pretty coarse unless you have an inline wattmeter, but it works.
